The  Numismatist  is  an  invaluable  aid  for  research  and  will  become  increasingly 
so  with  the  publication  of  the  50  year  index  which  is  expected  off  the  press  momen- 
tarily. 

All  the  volumes  are  in  perfect  condition,  bound  in  black  cloth  or  black  calf 
and  cloth,  except  the  volumes  from  1934  to  1939.  Seldom  does  a complete  set  of 
these  books  come  up  for  sale.  This  is  true  because  the  first  six  volumes  are  ex- 
tremely  rare.
